Common Error* in Engltah and 
How to Avoid Them

"THESE SORT," ~THOSE KIND."

A COMMON error, and one that 
gratea with especial harshness 

on the ear of a person who has been 
trained In the correct use of English, 
is the use of such phrases as "those 
kind" and "these sort." How often 
we lieur, "I cannot bear those kind of 
people."

"The words "these" and "those" are 
plar.il in number—that Is, they denote 
more than one; the words "sort," 
"kind," etc., are singular In number, 
Indicating one group, one class of per­ 
sons or objects. According to a sim­ 
ple, rule of grammar, the adjective 
nnrt the noun, when used together, 
must agree In number—that Is, when 
the noun Is singular or plural the ad­ 
jective must he singular or plural. 
Therefore do not say, "I do not like 
those kiwi of people," but say "I do 
not like tlmt kind of people," of, bet­ 
ter, "I do not like people of that kind."
